MeKinney, Ky., Nov. J.— One 
dead, ono dying, eeveral severe* 
lj injured, two engines and 
fourteen ears rendered almost 
useless, are the results of two 
wrecks on the Chattanooga divi- 
sion of the Queen A Crescent 
railroad which eecurred near 
here. 

The wreek, which resulted 
fatally for Roscoe Leach, aged 
28, an engineer, was a headon 
collision between two heavily 
loaded freight trains which oc- 
curred between this place and 
South Fork, a station a few 
miles south of here. 

The trains met just outside 
sharp curve while going at a 
Utah rate of speed and Leach, 
who was the engineer on the 
south- bound train, was instantly 
killed, and a hrakeman, whose 
name could aot be learned as 
this dispatch was sent, was fa- 
tally injured. 

Leach's body was removed 
from the wreckage in an almost 
unrecognizable farm and taken 
to the home of bis parents, which 
was less than half a mile from 
where be met his death. The 
brakeni.in waa taken to the 
Danville Hospital in a dyin? 
condition. 

An investigation into tht 
cause of the wreck is beini 
made, but the exaet canst has/ 
not been determined. Both en 
gines were damaged almost be- 
yond repair and about six cars 
were derailed and almost 
pletely demolished. 

Within loss than an hour 
other wreck ocouvred between 
South Fork and King's Moun- 
tain, hut no one was hurt. 
Eight ears heavily loaded with 
pig iron nere derailed. The 
wrecking crews from Danville 
and Somerset were despatched 
to the scene of the wreck and the 
work of rrpa.irh'ft the track wus

URGES SMALL FARMS 
AS NEED OF COUNTRY 

Jas. J. Hill Says Methods Must 
He Changed to Feed Future 
Population. 



Und Mutt hr Better Cultivated 
Nation Will Suffer Shortage.

"Smaller farms" must Ate the 
iMMl through which the United 
Sitting will food a populution of 
JOO.000,000 in 1950. 

Thin ih the fundamental prop- 
osition which .Union J. Ill II ad 
vancen in the firat of n series of 
nriicles in the World's Work. 
He first excludes the possibility 
ofjour producing enough wheat 
under preaout methods and N pre 
diets $160 as the price of that 

tuple in the near futon . He 
also concludes that it will bo im- 
possible for us to purchase 
abroad enough grain to cover 

in annual deficiency which he 
places at 36,000,000 bushels. 
The remedy n< Mr. Hill sees it is 
this: 

1. The farmer mut»t cultivate 
no more land than be can till 
thoroughly. With less labor he 
will get more results. Official 
statistic* show that the net profit 
from one crop ot 20 bushels of 
wheat to the aore is as great as 
that from 2 to 16, after original 
cost of production has been paid. 

2. There must be rotation of 
crops. Ten years of single crop- 
ping will pretty nearly wear out 
any but the richest soil. A 
proper three or four year rota- 
tion bf crops actually enriches 
the land. 

3. There must be soil renova- 
tion by fertilizing; and the best 
fertilizer is that provided by 
nature Jheiself — bnrnyurd ma- 
nure. 

That the United States must 
move quickly in thiu mutter Mr. 
Hill firmly believes. 

"The Btartling aspect of this 
changed condition of Bupply and 
demand," he says, "is that it is 
iminodiato. We have to pro- 
vide for a contingency not dis- 
r'nut from us by nearly u generu* 
tsou, but already present. The 
food condition presses upon us 
now. Tho shortago has begun. 
Witness tho great fall in whoat 
exports and the rise of prices. 

"For tho first nine mouths of 
the fiscal year, eudiug Juno 30, 
UK)!), our export of wheat and 
dour combiuva was but 108,261, 
J00 bushels. Such is the size of 
the national surplus in a fair 
crop year. It must shrink more 
than 100,000,000 bushels for 
each three years hereafter. 
Obviously it is time to quit 
speculating abont what might 
occur even twenty or thirty 
years hence, and begin to take 
thought for the morrow. As 
far as our food supply is con- 
cerned, right now the lean years 
havo begun. 

"1 have stated the uational 
problem in terms of wheut for 
the sake of clearness; its nota- 
tion admits of similar statement. 
The average wheat yield per 
acre in the United States in 
1907 was 14 bushels. The aver- 
ago for the last ten years is 13 88. 
That is, iu 1907 it required 46,- 
211,000 acres to produce the 
084,087,000 bushels that we 
raised- It is a disgraceful 
record. 

''About a century ago this was 
the average production per acre 
of Ureal Britaiu. After tho ap- 
pointment of a royal commission 
aud a campaigu for tho better 
methods of cultivation beguu 
over a hundred years ago, the 
fields of the United Kingdom to- 
day, tilled for n thousaud years, 
in a climate where excessive 
moisture is unfavorable to wheat 
growers, yield over 8'J bushels of 
wheut per acre. Germany, an 
agricultural country almost from 
the time of Tacitus, produces 
87.6 bushels per ''aore. Suppose 
the United States produced 28 
bushels, or double its present 
showing. That would be noth- 



ing extraordinary in view of 

what European couiitrioH have 
ARM with inferior *oils and lens 
favorable climate*. 

"There is searc h a limit, nt 
least none lias vet ben reached 
l>y l he Meal intensive cultiva- 
tion, t0 the value which an ncre 
inav be made to produce. (light 
methodl of f«rminz, without 
vhicli no ftfnj icultiiral country 
»uch as this can hope to remain 
prosperous, or even to < scape 
eventual poverty, are not com 
plicated and are within the reach 
of i he most modest means. 

"They include a ptudy of soils 
and seeds, so as to adapt the one 
to the other; a diversification of 
industry, including the cultiva- 
tion of different crops and the 
raising of live stock; a eareful 
rotation of crops, so that the 
land will not be worn out by 
successive years of single crop- 
ping; intelligent fertilising, by 
the system of rotation, by culti- 
vating leguminous plants and, 
abovo all, by the economy and 
use of every particle of fertiliz- 
ing material from stock barns 
and yards; a careful selection of 
grain used for seed ; and, first of 
all perhaps in importanee, the 
substitution of the small farm, 
thoroughly tilled, for the large 
farm, with' its weeds, b.s neglect- 
ed corners, its abused soil and 
its thin products. 

"This mako room for the new 
population whose added product 
will help restore our place as an 
exporter of food stuffs. The 
fruit farmer, the truck farmer, 
every cultivator of the soil who 
has specialized his work, has 
learned the value of these simple 
principles. The problem is how 
to impress it upon the 30,000,000 
or moro such persons who live on 
tho land and till it. 

"The modem agricultural 
method Is both I money-maker 
and a labor saver. The cost of 
rent and production for contin- 
uous wheat cropping averages 
$7.50 per acre. When, there- 
fore, the farmer obtains, as so 
many iu the Northwest do, a 
yield of eight or ten bushels per 
acre, it just about meets, at av- 
erage farm pricee, the cost of 
production; leaving him either 
nothing at all for his year's toil, 
or elso a margin of debt. 

For the same amount of labor, 
covering the 9ame time, but in- 



flligentlv applied to a smaller 

BTW, he might easily produce by 
improved methods twenty bnih- 
cls to tho acre, leaving him a pro- 
fit Of over $12 POT acre. The not 
u ore a son abb- yield of twenty- 
eight huahela would net him $20, 
which is 10 per cent on a valua- 
tion of $200 per acre for his land. 

"This gigantic wn«te, applying 
the same measurer to the pro 
duct ion of Ihe entire country, is 
going on every year. If it can 
be stopped the savin* would pav 
for building a Panama Hana) 
every year; it would, in two 
years, more than pay the esti- 
mated expense of improving 
every available water way in the 
United States; it woold save 
more money for the farmer than 
the railroads could if they car- 
ried all his grain to market free 
of charge."

An Englishman, E. Bsron Busael by name r lias 
been making predictions for the year 2,000 A. D., snd 
has it thst by that time the human system will have 
so refined that tea and coffee will ho placed in the 
same category that alcoholic stimulants occupy 
scTay.-:.
